wildom, and do&rine.  Laftly, ex- 
amination containeth all underftand- 
ing, judgment and diícretion. . In 
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The Preface. 
thefe three things all is contained that 
belongeth to wifdom , the Center 
whereof is the word of God. 

This is that which all men ought 
to ftudy, and (hould communicate 
to others according as they have re- 
ceived agift of the Spirit of grace ; 
That God the Author of all good, 
may be g glorified : and that none dé 
boaft of gifts and extol himfelf a- 
bove others ; but rather be humble : 
And then none ought to quench the 
Spirit, neither in himfelf nor others 5 
but rather to für itup. And laft- 
ly, let no man defpife Prophecy, 
that he may not offend God , his 
neighbour, nor fcandalize himfelf.

The fecond book, the Holy: Writis divided into 
three other books, asinto the Law of the Old ; fh- 
to the Golpel of the New: and into the Eternal Gof- 
pel of the everlafting Teftament and Covenant, which 
comprehends the book of the Revelation of Jefu 
Chrift. 

The Third book of Man is only one. book, and is 
fesled to the blind, but opsned to the feeing, In 
this book is hidden, fealed ; andalfo manifeft and 
opened al! Wifdom : and man is called the Image ot 
Honour of God : (or which below) and man cannot 
be called by any other name, 1.Cor. 11. 7, 

Out of the firt book we learn Philofophia the na- 
tural dom in and about the. knowledge of crea- 
ted natural things which are of the Elements ; and 
we leirn this wifdom out of the three Principles and 
feaven Elements ; and difcern the fame from the 

three contrary Elements, elfe we cannot find thetruth 
of the Natural Wifdom. . 

Out of the fecond book we learn 7 heologiaor Die 
vinity, the wifdomunto Salvation: amd chat in the 
three forefaid books through the feven fpirits, 
Zfaisb 11. and we diftinguifh it from all humatie 
gloff:s, and books of Prophane ones. .For.the 
book expounds it felf, and needs no humane inter- 
pretation, but only hath need of Faith, which ap 
prehends all things.

Seeing the. three other books proceed only from 
the oneBook;as the word ofGod,therefore all three do 
teftifie unanimoufly of this book 3422oysuíroc, name= 
ly each in its letter, wifdom and teftimony, but none 
fo clearly as man doth, This is thac great, whole 
and perfe& Library of wifemen, wherewith in ju- 
ftice and equity they may be contented, 

All wifdom and knowledg, with their myferies 
in thefe books, we may not learn any where elfe, buc 
only through the fame Spirit, who bimfelf hath pen. 
ned thefe books, made, and teftified. He therefore 
who is defirous to fludy thefe books, muftfrom the 
bottom of his heart acknowledge and confefs his 
own blindnefS, folly and ignorance ; and muft 
pray unto the Father of Lights, for illumination, wif- 
dom and underftanding, that he would fend his ho- 
ly fpirit which may lead us into all truth, and take us 
awa from all foolifhne(s, and falfhood, and may 
bring usto the Light of Gods glory.

Therefore the VVord is the be- 
ginning of God to us, out of which all Teftimonies, 
Names and Relation of God do proceed; as out ofthe 
depths of God, which confit in their own groper Spi-

The name of God is but one, aceording to the 
Effence, which.no man knoweth, but only he upon 
whom he is written, with the living Letters of the 
Spirit of God, and his VVord Effentially, whichis 
Chrift, and thofe chat are of hisBeing.

He that feth him feeth alfo 
God, and the Father, and. the livin Word, and the 
quickning Spirit, john 14, 9.

15. 4.5. Even fo. he that feeth man, feeth alfo with 
the Body, the Soul, and the Spirit, which are in their 
Nature invifible 

The Teftimony of God confifteth in three : Name- 
ly in three witneffes, which are the Father , the 
VVord, and the Holy Spirit. Now as the name pro- 
ceeds from the word, fo doth every Yeftimony of 
God, and refteth only upon the dear and true wit- 
nefs that is called Amen, Which is the beginning of 
Gods Creatures, Rev. 3. 14. And the Teltimony of 
God ftands thus. God Father, word, Holy Ghost, 
Amen, which is Chrift, 

Now becaufe no body can teltifie of God, but he 
himfelf alone; and all Teftimonies of Truth muft be 
juftified by three: Therefore God alfo celtifieth of 
himfelf by threes but they are not three perfons, 
But one onely perlog andone only God , even asin 
one Earthly mans Body, Soul and Spirit cannot be 
three diftin& perfons, fo in God are not three 
perfons,

Herein confifls now the Myftery of the Wit- 
dom in its meafure, number and weight, as in 
One, Three, and Seven, whereby all ‘things 
are numbred, meafured, and weighed, fo per- 
fe@ly , that nothing can be added to it, or 
diminifhed from it, For ali the works of God 
are perfect , and teflifie of the Creator, accord. 
ing to the N yflery of the wifdom ; namely, that 
by the works may be known Him , that made 
them, that what and who he is in his Myfte- 
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CHAP. IV. 
Of the Second Principle, vix. Nature. 


Ng is the fecond Principle and beginning of 
all things, and ftands betwixt God and the 
Elements, through which God worketh into the Ele- 
ments, at, through, and by means, and isin its confide- 
ration even as Angelical, whofe beginning is out of 
God a forth-blown Breath, V Vind and Air of the 
Almighty, in which confifls the Soul and Lifeof 
all Created things, and every living Soul, and is 
concentred and faflened together effentially , bodily, 
and felf-fabfifting in the Tree of Life, even as God 
in Chrift, and the whole Elementary world in 
Man. 

This fecond Principle is not everlafting according to 
the beginning, yet eternal according to the end,evenas 
the Angels are, 3t is not Created out of nothing, as this 
world; but proceedeth from God, even asthe Life 
from the Spirit, as a Breath, VVind, or Air doth 
proceed ; and is alfo the breath of Gods VVord, in 
which is Life thus, that the fpeaking of the wordis 
a living Eternal Breath, and is diftin& from God, 
as a living breath or Soul from the quickening 
Spirit. 

The living breath, Soul or Life of all things is ac- 
cording to its Original out of the Nature, but the 
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Ch 4. Of the fecond Principle, viz, Nature. 13 


Spirit ont of God, namely after his meafüre, and 
the body out of the Elements, The Spirit asthe Soul; 
or the Life are diftinct thus; As God, whois Eter- 
nal Life, and the quickening Spirit himfelf, and hath 
Life from no other, becaufe himfelf is the Spirit: And 
as the living Soul, having her Life not our, from, 
and by, or through it felf, but out of the Spirit, which 
maketh things alive, whofe breath is the Life. Now 
that is foulifh which hath its Life not from ic felf, bur 
from the Spirit, and whichis notaSpirit, but only a 
breath, 

All things whatfoever arein their Being, havethe 
food of thir Souls and Life out of Nature, and that 
from Heaven through the Wind and Air, from which 
all that hath breath doth live und feed, as through the 
forch-going breath of the VVord contsined in the 
fecond principle; for the word of God feeds every 
Spirit, Life and Body with its breath or blowingupon; 
becaufe Life i$ inthe word, which beareth all things 
by his power, even asit hath Created all things. 

Now as all things confift of Body, Soul and Spirit, fo 
they have three forts of food to their ilfe & fubüance, 
the bodily food to the body, out of theElemerts;s from 
that which cometh out of the waters, and out of the 
Earth,whencealfo the body doth come, is taken and is 
made, The foulifh food to cheSoul &Life in every thing 
out of. Nature, through boththe Elements of V Vind 
and Air, from whence alfo the Life and Seul doth 
bome. The Spiritual food to the Spirit, and that 
from God, at from whom the Spirit is, namely each 
Spirit according to its meafure, and to the Spiritin 
every way this food cometh from Heaven, through 
the Spirit and Light, as from the three Spiritual Eles 
ments, from whence alfo the Spirit did come.

The Nature ftands to the Angelical world, and isa 
flowing out of the divine world , and rhe Elementary 
world is an overflowing of the Nature and Angelical 
world.

There are feven Elements or Powers of the world,

Earth, and are fuch, by which, in, and through 
which this world confifts and fubfifts, and without 
which it cannot fabfift. 

Thefe feven Elements are Created out of fuch a one, 
which in the Elementary world are allin a//, and are 
incorruptible; namely Salt, which is an excretion of 
Nature, Execrementam quafi fobriè famptum, whereby 
in this world all things bodily fabfift, and are prefer- 
ved. Now there is a threefold Salt , namely, a 
Spiritual, foulifh, and a Bodily and Palpable. The 
Bodily is fixt and permanent, both in Water and Fire ; 
Whence we know out of what, wherein, and where- 
by all things ftand firm and conftant, both in the Wa- 
rer and the Fire, that they may not be drowned, and 
wherewith they are clofed up, The Soulifh Salt is 
flying; becaufe life and Soulisinit, and the growth 
of all whereby all things receive both body and life: 
but when it cometh down again, and turneth to the 
fixed Salt again, then they receive Life," But the 
Spiritual Salt is a right trae effence, and in this world 
the. moft noble Being ofall Being. ( Spirite univerfi ) 
the Spirits of the Elements, and their Light, and Hea- 
venin its Effence, 
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The Elements, 17 


The Spiritual Salt dwelleth in the Spirit, Light and 
Heaven, and giveth to the body ofthe Refurrection, 
as Spiritual from the Spirit, Light and Heaven. 

The Volans or flying Salt dwelleth in the Wind, Air, 
Rain, and Dew, this giveth qut of wind and air to the 
body after death, 

The fixed Corporeal Salt dwelleth in water and 
earth, out of which chis our body doth fubfift : Buc 
Salt isthe right fixed Salt, and che right water of Life, 
which is a dry water, and together water and Eartb; 
in which the air and windis fecretly hid, and alfo the 
Heavens, Light and Spirit in its depths, which are 
then the feven Powers of the Element and world ; 
and all feven may eafily, undeniably, and manifeftly 
to the eye be demonílrated , if the fame be Anato- 
mized. 

This only Element of all Elements, is a Power of 
all Powers in this World : The Salt is an Excrement 
of Nature by the Word of God, andis bodily a feed 
of the water, and all Elements from whence the wa- 
ter did fpring, or proceed, or flow, by thebreath- 
ingof the Spirit of the Lord for a feedtoall the world, 
and abundantly increafed by the moving ofthe Spirit 
of the Lord ; fo that the whole Earth is formed out 
ofit. 

The fixed Salt is threcfold, as inthe Earth, inthe 
Water, and in Heaven. The flying Salt alfo, asin 
Rain, Water and Dew, Air'and Wind. The Effen- 
tial alfo is threefold, asin the light Spirit, and upper 
water, The waters fupplie three places or degrees, 
for out of them them the world did fabfift, which is 
remarkeable, always the one is hid inthe other, The 
flying Salt is the Key, and openeth with it, defcending 
in the Spring, that every thing raifeth from the dead,

greeneth and groweth, and with its afcending in the 
Harveft fhutreth chem again. 

The Elements are threefold, namely, Spiritual Soul- 
ifh and bodily. There are three of the Spiritual Ele- 
ments, as bodily, the Heaven ; Soulifh the light, and 
Spiritual the Spirit, The Soulifh are twofold , as 
Wind and Air. The bodily alfo, as Water and Earth : 
Always the one is hid in the other, and the onealways 
comprehends the other fix init ; and always the one 
of them is bodily manifeft, ‘vifible, and knowing, or 
palpable, but the other fix are hid in it. 

Pach Element alfo in ic felf is threefold, as fpiritual, 
foulifh and bodily, The fpiritual earth is, and are the 
Precious ftones or Jewels, and thatis the body of the 
Spirit. The foulifh earth is the gold, the fpirituil 
water bodily are the Pearls, the foulifhisthe Amber, 
afterwards the Corals bodily, 

In all thefe dwell many Powers, efpecially ifout of 
water and fpirie by means of the Fire, they are made 
new and fpiritual. All Elements are in the one with 
all their Powers, which is a fpiritual Rock; out of 
which the water of Life doth {pring to all Creatures, 
and ebbeth and flowethin the whole world, and filleth 
up Blementarily all in all, And when in the end of 
the world, this one is taken away from them, thenall 
the Elements are confumed in and by the fire,

The body of 
af them is, and confifts out of the water, alfo the 
Earth, the Water out of the Wind ; the Wind, 
out of the Spirit ; and the Spirit out of God 
Thereis a threefold body, ‘namely, a fenfible or 
palpable out of Water and Earth : a Soulith out 
of Wind and Air : and a fpiritual, out of Hea- 
ven, ‘Light, and Spirit. So isan Elementary hody, 
an Angelical, anda Divine, very well to be diftingui- 
fhed'on man.

M CHAP. 


CHAP XI. 


Of tbe Principle cf tbe fire, and its 
Myfiery. 


Here is a threefold fire, namely, the fire of the 
contrary Element, the fire of the Angels, and 
the fire of the Devils. 

The fire of the contrary element is threefold. 
Firft before the fall, a fill refling and uamanifefled 
fire, without a burning flame, Secondly, after the 
fall, a kindled, manifefted, burning , Arming fire. 
Thirdly, a cold waterifh fire, which doth no: burn, 
yet fmoketh, & worketh into the earth upon Minerals, 
and Metals, With this cold waterith fire all things 
are forced, and che Metalsalfo, forit doth calcinate 
them, and turneth chem as it wereinto afhes, deftroy- 
eth and openeth them. 

This fire is chiefly threefold, as 1. Vegitable, which 
is as it were tempered, and isa well rz *tified Vineger, 
whichis extreamly ufeful. Of which nor many words, 
Sat fapienti diftum. 

Secondly, it is a mineral fire, which chiefly isthe 
true fpirit of Nitre, a fpiritual water out of Salt-peter, 
which hath both heit and cold, and is Infernal and 
Ceeleftial. 

Thirdly, 
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Thirdly , Afereurial or Satarnime, a (trong Sal§ 
thathath nocicsfellow, Without this no Metal is en- 
fendred , nor broken, or groweth, in which isa 
great myftery hid, more then can be Imagined, -Eug 
the true fpiricof iré muft not be prepared without 
a cold fire; for the raging , horrible, and furious 
Hel, whichis ia Siltperer, muft inits devouring and 
couiluming fire be over whelmed;drowned and devour- 
éd, and. be reduced co a bleffed Heaven. 

Now when a Heavenly Water is at hand, thena 
new birch’ from above out’ of water and fpirit cin 
follow. Here lyeth bid a great Medicine in. time 
of the raging Plague, Head-aches, }eavers, Stone, 
Gout, and many more difeafes, to be ufed. And 
trüly the time as» come, when all things muft be 
made manifeto and alchough we have not yet 
with out hands prepared it; yet the fpirit-of wif- 
dom can teach us all what is fecret and myftical, who 
fearchech into’ all deepneffes, aud can thew, teltifie, 
ahd chake known ro us that which no eye hath feen,nor 
Ear bath heard, and which hath never entred into 
tans heart, 

Thirdly,’ There isalfoa Metalline cold fite, which 
reduceth all Metals,’ yea Gold it felfto nothing ;' only 
that noble grain in the Gold hidden,  flayeth andire- 
imainech, which cannot bé forced’, and that fire is 
Led, Saturn, which devonrech: all Metals; and 
¢onfamech alfo it felf in the fire atfaft » Evenas the 
common "£re''doth: confame and devoür:all wood; 
46d 'at laft it felf is confümed, and: goeth out: But 
in the Cinders that remain, there lyeth the treafure 
hidden; which^muft be drawn out of it with hor 
water.

Alfo in the Angelical world there is no darknefs, 
but yet thereis fire, This Angelical fire is an Excre- 
tion of the light, out of which the fpitit of the ^ ngels 
is, and this fire alfo inthe beginning, and before the 
fall hath been a quiet and unknown fire, and very 
good ; becaufe it was and is the foulof the Light in tlie 
Angels : Putafter the fallit was manifeft, known and 
turn’d to a flame , and. füch; a one ‘wherein ‘tlie 
raping anger of God doth reft, in which all Gods 
Judgments do confift, and come out of the famë 

This fire now in tlie" Angels with itsrage, anger, 
and confuming fl'me is not evilacall, buta jult fire 
of Gods jatliceto punifh the wicked. All anger, rape 
and’ judgment proceed out oi the Angelical world, zs 
alfo the Law, which was promulgated with fire. 
Exod.20. Alls 7. 53,38. Gal. 3.19, Heb. 2. 2- 
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43 Chap. 12. Owtof what all things fubfift, &c. 

Of the Devils fire was fpoken above : More things

and Creature, Spirit and Soul, Heaven and Earth, yet 
one isin the other, the one is known by the other, and 
the oneis juftified by the other, and that in Spirit and 
Truth, Search now and fee, try and learn, hear, ob- 
ferve, and judge what szifdem this is, and what Truth 
and Spirit isprefented in this Book. The fool know- 
eth nothing of the wifdow, and doth not underftand 
her way. Lyers do not underftand the Truth, nor do 
they know her Principles ; and the foulith, bruitifh, 
and profane know nothing ofthe Spirit, although they 
hear his wind blow, yet they know not from whence 
it cometh, nor whither it goeth. + Therefore do not 
look upon men, do not inquire after men that is no- 
thing, and do not flare upon the image to theintent to 
adore it, asalt chofe do that dwell on Earth.

Now allSpirit, Truth andWi(dom reveal chemfelves 
in thefe three, and are thereby known and juftified, 
namely in a Divine Li ;br, in a Divine Life, and ina 
Divine Love, where thefe three are in, on, and about 
man, there is really Spirit, Trutb and wifdom.

dom and true knowledge of Go4, and knoweth what 
is Truth, Spiritand Wifdom, and tells their true Prin- 
ciples , Subordinates and Concordances in a Divine 
Harmony, proved tothe Ele& Angels and Menin

Othing fo fecret. at night, but the day may re-

The 
number Sever after our time, {tandeth chiefly upon the 
Seventh Trumpet, in and with it the Myftery of God 
is finifhed, yea revealed. Rev. 10, 11, 12. Chap. As 
alfo with the feventh Vial of Gods wrathe Butas much 
as we know in part, we are and live betwixt. the 
fifth and fixth Vial The number 49. fheweth exprefly 
that’ fair Myftery of the time of the refrefhing 
O4 and 
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and reftitution of all that is loft. Levit. 25. And 
the number 49 is the end of the little feventh day, 
and a beginning of the great feventh day, and Sabbath 
of Ged. Laftly the number 70 feeth upon the 70 weeks 
in the Prophet Daniel, as alfo upon the expiration of 
the 1335 days. Chap. 9. 2 4. & 12. 12. When thefe 
are about, then the cranfgreffion will be reconciled, 
every Prophecy fulfilled, and the moft H sly, Holy 
with his Saints will cake the Kingdom, and Perufalem 
rebuilded, and the Eternal righteoufnefs, and all what 
hath been loft by the fall fhali be reftored. 

Of this great glory and unfpeakable joy, the Spirit 
prophefieth in all Creatures, yea in all Lights of Hea: 
ven, and in all rhe Elements, But where are the Seers, 
where are the Hearers, and where are the Obfervers, 

Further concerning the timeof the world jt is divi. 
ded in x, 3. and 7. The onetime generally contain. 
eth the wiole great day ofthe World 12 hours, AZat, 
12. Which fhall be G6ooo.years,and fo there were $00, 
years to an hour;but the days fhall be fhórtned,(o chat 
they fhall notbe full 6000. years and the days or years 
of that fhorrning are clear inthe Book of Genefis, at 
the firt judgment over the world, cfe. The three times 
ofthe world now are, that they fhall be divided, name. 
ly, the 6o00. yearsinto three times : As the firft time 
from Adam ull Noah at the Deluge, and containeth 
1656. years: From the Deluge till tothe ALefiah, 
born of the Virgin Mary is the fecond time divided into 
12 parts, eachcontaineth 21 4, years, or 214. 3 year, 
which added together make 2563. years from the 
Deluge till to the Meffas. 4 Efd. 14.11, Now if 1656. 
are fummed up with the other,then the Me/fias is born 
into the world of the jr, i» Mary, inthe year of the 
world 4230. 


The third time ofthe world is from Chrifts Nativi- | 
ty, 
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ty, till to bis glorious coming ; the Myftery of which 
year is myftically fignified in 4£/4.7.28,5 0, & Chap.9. 
Calculation. 

Concerning the abovefaid threefold number, 7.49; 
70. therein istheMyftery clearly fignified without any 
diminution or addition, if only you will open your 
Eyes, Ears and Hearts co fee, hearand obferve,clearer 
it cannot poffibly be cold, thefe numbers inthemfelves 
calculated, namely, to know certainly how many years 
every hour of the twelve do contain, becaufe the 6000. 
years are not compleat,but chofe days mutt be fhortned 

But now as in the former times and judgments over 
the world, always feven days went before the judg- 
ment came upon the world : Soit is now in and with 
the time of the judgment over this world,’ Ge« 7. 4. 
245.6. Levit. 2 $.Now when the judgment is proclaim- 
ed, feven days goeth beforet^e Proclamation. Now 
if you have the Spirit of Danie/, then number and rec- 
kon how many days are paft, acd how many are be- 
hind to the judgment. None believeth what alterati- 
ons there are at hand, the whole world lyethin wick- 
ednefs, and it will perifhin it. 

But that we may keep nothing from the Reader, 
and wellwifher to wifdom, and that he may *ül- 
ly conceive the time ofthe end, namely in the fure to- 
ken of it, then there are three figns of it ; the firftis, 
that prefently after the great horrible bloudy Battel, 
that is athand, he do come, whom we exped. Mal, 
3.& 4. and the Gefpel of the Kingdom be Preached in 
the whole world for aTeftimony over all Nations, that 
one Shepherd and one Flock may be. Mat. 2.4. 14... 
Rev. 14. 6. Zeph. 3.8. 9. The fecond time is, when 
the Ten loft Tribes of 7/rae/ are found outagain over 
the Water into the Land, and upon the Mount J{rae/ 
do come fromthe Orient after the fixth Vial is poured 

out,
